Attempts to suppress pornography in today's atmosphere of 


more liberal sexual behavior are "likely doomed to fail," a former 
consultant to the President's Commission on Obscenity and Por- 
nography said Thursday. 


Michael Goldstein, a professor of clinical psychology at the 


University of California-Los Angeles, said that every society "^m- 
poses its own limitations on human sexuality." 


"If the values change, you can't very well suppress the stimuli," 


he told approximately 125 students at the University of 
Nebraska's Law College. "It doesn't make sense to suppress 
stimuli "unless you can prove they lead to some dangers." 


Goldstein was the fourth of seven speakers at a two-day con- 


ference on law-psychology research sponsored by the Law College 
and the Psychology Department The remaining three speak 
today. 


The dangers many people fear — social decay, a negative 


effect on the sexual development of children and harmful in- 
fluences on sex offenders or those with atypical sexual behavior 
— have not been supported by research, Goldstein said. 


"We really don't know that all societies decay. They may be 


like the universe — an infinitely expandable thing," he said in an 
interview. "You're not going to stop social decay by controlling 
pornography." 


Pornography does not appear to have bad effects on the per- 


sonality and sexual adjustment of children exposed to it in pre- 
adolescence "if it is handled sensibly," he said. 


Goldstein said his children once walked into a pastry store in 


Denmark, which does not control pornography, and were exposed 
to sexually explicit magazines. 


When they told their father about it, they expressed 


amusement and a negative reaction — "my daughter's reaction 
sounded a bit like her reaction to spinach."

Goldstein said he watched his children closely the next few j 


days to see how the experience affected them. 


"They kept saying, 'Why are you looking at me?' " he said. 


"There might have been other outcomes in more critical en- 
vironments." 


Goldstein said there is not enough evidence to determine 


whether pornography has damaging side effects for those with ab- 
normal sexual behavior, but "there is not much evidence so far 
that it does." 


It is possible that free access to pornography would satisfy 


the needs of potential sex offenders, Goldstein said. He said sex 
crimes have decreased 30% since Denmark stopped controlling 
pornography. 


Goldstein himself prefers "limited access" to pornography 


"so children can't just go out and see it" as his did in Denmark. 


"The solution of limited access to erotica as used in the 


United States is a reasonable compromise," he said. 


Washington (UPI) — Top government 


economists and White House officials 
Thursday predicted the nation's output of 
goods and services for the last three months 
rose at an "extremely high annual rate" of 
10% or more. 


The predictions indicate that economic 


recovery from the recent recession is stronger 
than was previously anticipated but in toe 
with similar rebounds from past recessions. 


The Commerce Department will release the 


third quarter real Gross National Product 
Monday and experts say according to the latest 
economic indicators the GNP should make the 
largest upturn since the last quarter of 1972.

Commerce Secretary James L. Pate supported 
a promise by President Ford that Americans 
would soon receive some "very encouraging" 
economic news. 


"Stripping away the effects of inflation, this 


report is expected to show that real output 
grew during the July-September period by an 
extremely high annual rate of 8 to 10% — or 
perhaps even higher," Pate said. 


But Pate, the Commerce Department's top 


economist, cautioned that the statistics could 
be misleading. 


"To a large extent, this rebound will reflect 


a sharp slowing in the rate of inventory 
liquidation (the selling^ff of stockpiled goods) 
and will overstate the underlying strength of 
the economic recovery." 


In Washington, administration officials 


backed Pate's forecast. 


"The figures will show the economy is 


recovering even better than we had 
expected," one White House aide said. 


Another aide said an increase of about 10% 


would lift the GNP over the $850 billion mark 
for the third quarter and show beyond a doubt 
that the nation is regaining economic health 
after a 15-month tailspin, the longest and 
worst decline since the great depression. 


A Commerce Department official said that 


although an increase of this magnitude is en- 
couraging, in comparison with other 
recessions, "it's not unusual." 


"There has been a big quarter increase in 


the GNP after every recession," he said. "It's 


a rebound effect. The growth rate should be 
more stable next year." 


Another Commerce Department spokesman 


said recent inventory, consumer price and 
export-import reports point to a "rather 
strong rebound" in the GNP for the third 
quarter. 


He agreed that the GNP growth rate will be 


"around 10%," or over five times the 1.9% 
rise in the second quarter, but will largely 
reflect a slowdown inventory liquidation. 


A Treasury official said he expected the 


Monday figure to be "a big number," and 
added that the rise should "refute the kind of 
pessimism you heard earlier this year" about 
the strength of the recovery. 


Washington (UPI) — Children, particularly 


those who eat canned baby food, may be exposed to 
potentially hazardous levels of lead, the Food and 
Drug Administration said Thursday. 


It announced a "priority program" to cut down 


levels of the poisonous metal in canned baby and 
infant food, because it said recent research has 
shown children absorb more lead from food and 
other sources than adults do, and every effort 
should be made to cut their intake. 


It also said it will tell industry that some adult 


canned food's show "undesirably high" lead con- 
tent over the longer term. 


The agency announced results of a survey of 2,- 


900 samples of 41 different foods produced during 
1973. 


"Of the (canned) baby foods, orange juice had 


the highest mean lead level," it said. "Next in 
order in the baby foods were apple juice, 
applesauce, and peaches ... vegetables and beef, 
and mixed vegetables, had the lowest means." 


Industry has told the FDA that lead levels in 


canned juice have dropped since the survey was 
made and are now about half of what they were 
during 1973, the agency reported. 


"The overall results of the survey indicated 


that heavy metals in foods do not pose hazard to 
the American people," the FDA said, "though total 
lead intake in children who ingest lead from 
sources other than food could represent a potential 
problem." 


Children tend to absorb more lead from food 


than do adults, it explained. 


Lead in canned foods could come from the 


solder or other metal in the can. 


The National Canners Association and the Can 


Manufacturers Association issued a statement 
saying they believe the industry is "continuing to 
make substantial progress" programs to reduce 
lead levels. 


FDA said its priority program will be aimed at 


reducing still further lead concentrations in baby 
and infant food, and also at lowering lead levels in 
canned foods intended for adults but frequently 
eaten by children. 


"In addition, the agency will inform industry 


that the current lead levels in some adult canned 
foods are undesirably high from a long-range public 
health perspective," it added. 


Lead poisoning can cause brain damage and 


other problems, particularly in children. The sur- 
vey in general indicated that the American adult 
takes in 245 rnicrograms of lead per day from food 
— well below the acceptable level of 429 
micrograms per day, it said. 


The highest lead levels among the adult foods 


tested were found in canned tomatoes. Canned 
beans, peas and peaches were next in order while 
milk and sugar were lowest, the agency said. 
New Batch Of Jets 
Arrives In Turkey 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - Six F4 Phantom jets, 


the first batch of American military equipment 
released to Turkey since the partial lifting of the 
U.S. arms embargo two weeks ago, arrived 
Thursday at Eskisehir military airport in western 
Turkey, officials said. 


Turkey had contracted with the United States for 


the purchase of 40 Phantoms in 1972. Only 16 were 
delivered up to the time Congress imposed an em- 
bargo on arms in February on grounds Turkey used 
U.S. weapons in the invasion of Cyprus last 
summer.

Uncertain Future 
Awaits Refugees 


Agana, Guam (UPI) — A 


merchant ship carrying 1,546 
Vietnamese sailed for South 
Vietnam Thursday without any 
word on whether or not the 
Communist government will 
allow the refugees to come back 
home. 


A North Vietnamese broadcast 


quoted Hanoi's official 
newspaper Nhan Dan as calling 
the U.S. decision to repatriate 
the refugees an "adventurous 
and irresponsible action fraught 
with serious consequences." But 
neither the agency nor the 
newspaper gave any indication 
whether the refugees would be 
permitted to land. 


The would-be repatriates 


cheered from the decks of the 
Thuong Tin as Guam Gov. Ricar- 
do J. Bordallo cast off the last 
line. 


The North Vietnamese flag 


flew from the ship's stern mast 
and many of those on her decks 
•stood at attention. 


The vessel sailed without a 


captain in command since the 
repatriates decided earlier that 
decisions would be made by 
majority vote at sea. 


The ship's course could take it 


into the path of a typhoon, now 
600 miles east of Manila, moving 
toward The Philippines. 


There was no doctor aboard, 


although eight women who 
sailed Thursday are in the last 
stages of pregnancy. 


Those aboard sailed without 


official word from the 
Provisional Revolutionary 
Government in Saigon that they 
would be allowed to enter Viet- 
nam. The journey also was 


against the advice of the United 
Nations Committee 
on 


Refugees. No escort or 
monitoring ships have been 
provided, although U.S. officials 
here said American vessels 
would assist the Thuong Tin 
should an emergency occur at 
sea. 


Almost all of the refugees 


came to Guam last May with the 
130,000 South Vietnamese who 
fled after the April 30 Com- 
munist takeover in Saigon. 


At the last minute, 51 refugees 


arrived from the U.S. mainland 
to sail aboard the Thuong Tin, 
and 28 others changed their 
minds and asked to be sent'to 
the United States. 


The PRG criticized the United 


States for allowing the vessel to 
sail without the concurrence of 
the new regime in Vietnam. 


A petition from the repatriates 


in September described their 
frustration at being separated 
from their families as the major 
reason they wanted to return to 
Vietnam. 


They left with the "blessings" 


of the people of Guam, who had 
made it clear the Vietnamese 
had worn out their welcome in 
this American territory because 
of acts of violence and 
references to Guam as a "devil's 
island." Demonstrations by the 
refugees and demands by the 
local government all but forced 
the U.S. authorities to give in to 
refugee plans to take the ship 
back to Vietnam. 


The ship was fueled and 


provisioned for a 30-day voyage, 
although the estimated sailing 
time to Vietnam is 10 days. 


DAS Says State Should Manage Securities

and computer systems could meet the task. 


Consequently, DAS Director Stan Matzke 


questioned how Marsh decided NBC could do 
the job more efficiently than the state. 


Marsh and State Investment Officer Don 


Mathes stand behind the agreement with 
NBC, saying the arrangement is in the state's

"In my opinion, the present system (with 


NBC) is more efficient and will save the state 
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money in the long run," Mathes said 
Thursday. 


The disagreement centers on a decision 


Marsh made this past June to transfer 
management of $160 million in state 
securities, representing various retirement 
funds, from the treasurer's office to NBC. 


Marsh said the volume of work needed to 


keep track of securities' dividends and maturi- 
ty dates was greater than his office staff could 
.handle without the aid of computers. 


Consequently, an agreement was negotiated 


with NBC acting as custodian for the 
securities. 


In return, the state maintains $115,000 in a 


non-interest bearing account at NBC.

Marsh said the NBC offer ii the best he 


could find and advantageous to the state. He 
did not indicate what other institutions were 
considered for the Job. 


The contract itself does not specify the

Thursday he did not meet the 
"phenomenal, if not impossible, 
task" assigned to him by Exon's 
staff. 


In a news conference announ- 


cing a special session of the 
legislature, 
Exon~ said 


Wednesday the 3% cut would 
save the state 57 million. 


A spokesman for McDonald 


said the four college presidents 
were notified by telephone late 
Wednesday morning to present 
to the governor's office by noon 
Thursday proposals for 3% cuts 


in the institutions' budgets. 


McDonald said the presidents 


have no authority to make any 
changes in the budgets, noting 
that authority rests with the 
State College Board of Trustees. 


The board Thursday canceled 


its October meeting at Wayne 
State College and said it will not 
meet again until Nov. 21 in 
Kearney. 


McDonald said it normally 


takes six to nine months to draft 
a total budget for the college. 


He said 80% of the Kearney 


State budget is bed up in salary 
contracts, with the remaining 
20% assigned to fixed expenses 
such 
as utilities and 


maintenance. 


He said to comply with the 


governor's call for a 3% cut, the 
four colleges would have had to 
chop $364,500 from their budgets 
by noon Thursday, including 
$155,000 from the Kearney State 
College budget alone. 


"The four state colleges in 


Nebraska would be rendered 
almost inoperable if they were 
forced to cut their general fund 
portion of their budget by 3% at 
this late date," said Dr. William 
Colwell of Chadron, president of 
the board of trustees of 
Nebraska state colleges. 


Colwell said that the trustees 


have long made it a practice to 
submit a minimum and realistic 
budget to the legislature and 
governor, and that the current 
budget is below what many 
observers feel is essential. 


Keyes To Introduce 
Corporate Tax Plan 
Sen. Orval Keyes of 


Springfield said Thursday be 
plans to introduce legislation in 
the upcoming special session to 
increase the corporate income 
tax on income in excess of $25,- 
000 a year. 


Earlier this year state senators 


jockeyed back and forth over an 
increase in the corporate income 
tax rate. A bill raising it to 30% 
of the individual income tax rate 
for corporate income exceeding

a 27V2% 'rate was substituted. 


Keyes said Thursday in an in- 


terview that he will introduce a 
bill to boost that back to:

Such a bill 
failed to pass during the regular 
session. 


"There would be no reason for 


this mess, if we had taken the 
buU by the horns during the 
regular session," Keyes said, 
referring to an anticipated $10 
million cash flow problem in 
January. 


"Unless spending is cut, we're 


going to have a 3% sales tax and 
a 17% income tax next year," he 
said. 


Keyes also has plans for a 


third bill to change payment 
dates of aid to cities and counties 
from a semi-annual to a quarter- 
ly basis. He would also give the 
state Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services a 45-day 
discretionary period to make the 
payments. 


Regarding the special session, 


Keyes said he expects an early 
move by some senators to recess 
or adjourn without acting on the 
governor's proposals.

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Uncertain Future 
Awaits Refugees 


Agana, Guam (UPI) — A 
merchant ship carrying 1,546 
Vietnamese sailed for South 
Vietnam Thursday without any 
word on whether or not the 
Communist government will 
allow the refugees to come back 
home. 


A North Vietnamese broadcast 
quoted Hanoi’s official 
newspaper Nhan Dan as calling 
the U.S. decision to repatriate 
the refugees an “adventurous 
and irresponsible action fraught 
with serious consequences.’’ But 
neither the agency nor the 
newspaper gave any indication 
whether the refugees would be 
permitted to land. 


The would-be repatriates 
cheered from the decks of the 
Thuong Tin as Guam Gov. Ricar­ 
do J. Bordallo cast off the last 
line. 
The North Vietnamese flag 
flew from the ship’s stem mast 
and many of those on her decks 
stood at attention. 
The vessel sailed without a 
captain in command since the 
repatriates decided earlier that 
decisions would be made by 
majority vote at sea. 
The ship’s course could take it 
into the path of a typhoon, now 
600 miles east of Manila, moving 
toward The Philippines. 
There was no doctor aboard, 
although eight women who 
sailed Thursday are in the last 
stages of pregnancy. 


Those aboard sailed without 
official word from the 
Provisional Revolutionary 
Government in Saigon that they 
would be allowed to enter Viet­ 
nam. The journey also was 


against the advice of the United 
Nations Committee on 
Refugees. No escort or 
monitoring ships have been 
provided, although U.S. officials 
here said American vessels 
would assist the Thuong Tin 
should an emergency occur at 
sea. 


Almost all of the refugees 
came to Guam last May with the 
130,000 South Vietnamese who 
fled after the April 30 Com­ 
munist takeover in Saigon. 
At the last minute, 51 refugees 
arrived from the U.S. mainland 
to sail aboard the Thuong Tin, 
and 28 others changed their 
minds and asked to be sent to 
the United States. 


The PRG criticized the United 
States for allowing the vessel to 
sail without the concurrence of 
the new regime in Vietnam. 
A petition from the repatriates 
in September described their 
frustration at being separated 
from their families as the major 
reason they wanted to return to 
Vietnam. 
They left with the “blessings’’ 
of the people of Guam, who had 
made it clear the Vietnamese 
had worn out their welcome in 
this American territory because 
of acts of violence and 
references to Guam as a “devil’s 
island.’’ Demonstrations by the 
refugees and demands by the 
local government all but forced 
the U.S. authorities to give in to 
refugee plans to take the ship 
back to Vietnam. 


The ship was fueled and 
provisioned for a 30-day voyage, 
although the estimated sailing 
time to Vietnam is 10 days. 
DAS Says State Should Manage Securities

State Department of Administrative Ser­ 
vices (DAS) officials say the state has the 
capability to manage its $160 million securities 
portfolio, a job State Treasurer Frank Marsh 
has given the National Bank of Commerce 
(NBC). 
DAS officials in interviews said Marsh never 
asked them whether the state’s accounting 
and computer systems could meet the task. 
Consequently, DAS Director Stan Matzke 
questioned how Marsh decided NBC could do 
the job more efficiently than the state. 
Mm^h and State Investment Officer Don 
Mathes stand behind the agreement with 
NBC, saying the arrangement is in the state’s 
best interests. 
‘Sy stem Mo re Efficien t’ 
“ In my opinion, the present system (with 
NBC) is more efficient and will save the state 
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money in the long run,” Mathes said 
Thursday. 
The disagreement centers on a decision 
Marsh made this past June to transfer 
management of $160 million in state 
securities, representing various retirement 
funds, from the treasurer’s office to NBC. 
Marsh said the volume of work needed to 
keep track of securities’ dividends and maturi­ 
ty dates was greater than his office staff could 
handle without the aid of computers. 
Consequently, an agreement was negotiated 
with NBC acting as custodian for the 
securities. 
In return, the state maintains $115,000 in a 
non-interest bearing account at NBC. 
Said Best Offer 
Marsh said the NBC offer is the best he 
could find and advantageous to the state. He 
did not indicate what other institutions were 
considered for the Job. 
The contract its^ does not specify the 
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balance the state must maintain. Marsh said 
the figure was left open to negotiation, since 
NBC officials were unsure exactly what it 
would cost them to keep track of the 
securities. 
As yet, Marsh cannot say exactly how many 
transactions NBC performs in return for the 
$115,000 balance. In addition, he said he has 
not asked the attorney general for approval of 
the agreement. 


Mathes said the primary reason for going 
with NBC was the broad experience the bank 
has in the securities field. 
Officials No t Consulted 
Although he never asked DAS officials, 
Marsh said he concluded DAS could not do the 
job. He said he based his conclusion on com­ 
munications with people in the auditor’s of­ 
fice, Investment Council and DAS’ accounting 
division. 
“It was a matter of security, (computer) 
machinery and personnel,” Mai^ said. 
Both DAS data processif chief Ernest 
Kovaly and accounting division chief George 
Shute said there is “no question” DAS has the 
capability to manage the securities. And botj^ 


said Marsh never discussed the possibility 
with them. 


Asked if the state could manage the 
securities more efficiently than the NBC 
agreement, Kovaly said he couldn’t answer 
without knowing ^e number of transactions 
involved, the frequency of updates and the 
like. 


Programing Required 
The data processing division presently runs 
6-7 computer programs at one time. To put the 
security portfolio management scheme on the 
system would require scheduling and 
designing a program, Kovaly said. 
Regarding security, Kovaly said in 9 years, 
the division has never released information to 
unauthorized parties. 


Mathes, however, said DAS does not have 
the experience needed to manage the 
securities portfolio. 


The NBC agreement, Mathes said, gives the 
state “a great deal more flexibility” to do the 
securities management fuoctioo as it should 
be done.

Agencies Submit 
Budget Cut Plans

John Jacobson, Gov. J. James 
Exon’s chief budget officer, said 
Thursday that all agencies of 
state government have sub­ 
mitted proposals for cutting 
their budgets by 3% except the 
University of Nebraska, the state 
colleges and the Legislative 
Council. 
Jacobson said the agencies 
were called Wednesday morning 
and told to propose a 3% budget 
cut or face an across-the-board 
reduction. 
He said the agencies were 
allowed to distribute the cut 
among the various programs 
they supervise. 
Jacobson said the only agency 
which would not lose 3% of its 
appropriations in the legislation 
Gov. J. James Exon is preparing 
is the Department of Correc­ 
tions. He said the department 
has had an unexpected increase 
in prisoners. 
Kearney State College Presi­ 
dent Brendan J. McDonald said 
Thursday he did not meet the 
“phenomenal, if not impossible, 
task” assigned to him by Exon’s 
staff. 
In a news conference announ­ 
cing a special session of the 
legislature. 
Exon said 
Wednesday the 3% cut would 
save the state $7 million. 
A spokesman for McDonald 
said the four college presidents 
were notified by telephone late 
Wednesday morning to present 
to the governor’s office by noon 
Thursday proposals for 3% cuts 


in the institutions’ budgets. 
McDonald said the presidents 
have no authority to make any 
changes in the budgets, noting 
that authority rests with the 
State College Board of Trustees. 
The board Thursday canceled 
its October meeting at Wayne 
State College and said it will not 
meet again until Nov. 21 in 
Kearney. 
McDonald said it normally 
takes six to nine months to draft 
a total budget for the college. 
He said 80% of the Kearney 
State budget is tied up in salary 
contracts, with the remaining 
20% assigned to fixed expenses 
such 
as 
utilities 
and 
maintenance. 


He said to comply with the 
governor’s call for a 3% cut, the 
four colleges would have had to 
chop $364,500 from their budgets 
by noon Thursday, including 
$155,000 from the Kearney State 
College bucket alone. 
“The four state colleges in 
Nebraska would be rendered 
almost inoperable if they were 
forced to cut their general fund 
portion of their budget by 3% at 
this late date,” said Dr. William 
Colwell of Cliadron, president of 
the board of trustees of 
Nebraska state colleges. 


Colwell said that the trustees 
have long made it a practice to 
submit a minimum and realistic 
budget to the legislature and 
governor, and that the current 
budget is below what many 
observ'ers feel is essential. 


Keyes To Introduce 
Corporate Tax Plan 


Sen. 
Orval Keyes of 
Springfield said Thursday he 
plans to introduce legislation in 
the upcoming special session to 
increase the corporate income 
tax on income in excess of $25,- 
000 a year. 


Earlier this year state senators 
jockeyed back and forth over an 
increase in the corporate income 
tax rate. A bill raising it to 30% 
of the individual income tax rate 
for corporate income exceeding 
$25,000 a year was repealed and 
a 27Va% rate was substituted. 


Keyes said Thursday in an in­ 
terview that he will introduce a 
bill to boost that back to 30%. 


“ The governor’s call (for the 
special session beginning Oct. 
22) is broad enough,” Keyes 
said. 


In addition, Keyes said he will 
introduce a bill to cut state spen­ 
ding for all state agencies by 3%, 
the same amount suggested by 
(j o v . j. James Exon. Such a biU 
failed to pass during the regular 
session. 


“There would be no reason for 
this mess, if we had taken the 
bull by the horns during the 
regular session,” Keyes said, 
referring to an anticipated $10 
million cash flow problem in 
January. 


“ Unless spending is cut, we’re 
going to have a 3% sales tax and 
a 17% income tax next year,” he 
said. 


Keyes also has plans for a 
third bill to change payment 
dates of aid to cities and counties 
from a semi-annual to a quarter­ 
ly basis. He would also give the 
state Department of Ad­ 
ministrative Services a 45-day 
discretionary period to make the 
payments. 


Regarding the special session, 
Keyes said he expects an early 
move by some senators to recess 
or adjourn without acting on the 
governor’s proposals. 


If that fails, he predicted the 
Legislature “ then would get 
down to business.” 
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Ervin, Baker Against Amending Constitution 


• Washington (UPI) - Siding with Watergate prosecutors, 


former Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., said Thursday he too believes 
that former President Richard M. Nixon could have been indicted 
without first having been impeached. 


But both Ervin and Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., who 


were chairman and vice chairman of the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee, sharply disagreed with a prosecutors' recommendation that 
the Constitution be amended to provide for the criminal prosecu- 
tion of a President. 


"There's no basis for the notion that a President has to be im- 


peached before you prosecute him," said Ervin, an acknowledged 
King Oi Morocco 
Calls For March 


Rabat. Morocco (AP)—King 


Hassan n of Morocco called 
Thursday for 350,000 volunteers 
to' follow him in a "peaceful 
march" to "recover" the dis- 
puted Spanish Sahara territory. 
He challenged Spain to open fire 
on the marchers. 


The king's announcement 


followed a ruling by the Inter- 
national Court of Justice at The 
Hague that it could not recognize 
Moroccan and Mauritanian 
sovereignty claims to the West 
African desert territory. 


In a nonbinding advisory opi- 


nion requested by the United 
Nations General Assembly, the 
court said the two countries had 
links to the territory when Spain 
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colonized it in 1884, but these 
were based more on ties to the 
nomadic Saharan 
tribesmen 


than to the land. 


Morocco's claims to the 


phosphate-rich northern part of 
the territory are opposed by 
Spain and Algeria, both of which 
demand a referendum among 
the Sahara's nomadic population 
of 80,000 that could lead to in- 
dependence. 


Mauritania wants the southern 


and western parts of Sahara. 


The dispute has brought 


combat-ready troops of Algeria, 
Spain and Morocco to the 
territory's borders. 


King Hassan said his marchers 


— one tenth of whom would be 
women — would be unarmed 
and would not fight back if fired 
on by Spanish troops. But he in- 
dicated the Moroccan army 
would protect the marchers 
against possible attacks by 
Algerians. 


In a nationwide television ad- 


dress, the king said recruiting of- 
fices would be opened 
throughout his kingdom on 
Friday and he would be "the 
first volunteer." He did not say 
when the march would begin. 


All Moroccan factories, offices 


and schools had been closed in 
anticipation of the king's 
response to the International 
Court's decision. Immediately 
after his speech, demonstrators 
marched through the country's 
major cities proclaiming support 
for the march.

But Ruth, in his last day on the job, told UPI there were a 


number of areas investigated where criminal action was found yet 
could not be prosecuted.

5.4 million persons were 
receiving unemployment in- 
surance benefits during the week 
ending Sept. 27, a new low since 
the start of emergency jobless 
programs last January, the 
Labor Department said 
Thursday. 


It was the third straight week 


the total number of persons 
receiving unemployment 
benefits declined, this time by a 
total of 81,600 persons, the 
department said. 


Initial claims, however, were 


398,600 — an increase of 25,200 
— during the week of Oct. 4, the 
department said. 


In January, when the govern- 


ment instituted three new 
programs to extend unemploy- 
ment benefits to more people 
and for a longer period, about 
5.5 million persons were 
receiving them. 


The figure grew steadily until 


it peaked at 6.5 million during 
the week ending March 8. It has 
been declining steadily ever 


since with the exception of a 
week in July when unemplyo- 
ment claims offices reopened in 
Pennsylvania after a state 
employes strike. 


A spokesman for the Bureau 


of Labor Statistics said Sept. 27 
was the first week the claims 
dropped below the 5.5 million 
figure established when the new 
programs went into effect. 


The total claims of 5,430,100 


during the week ending Sept. 27 
included 2,993,800 on regular 
benefits, 42,900 for federal 
employes, 103,900 for newly dis- 
charged veterans, 40,000 for 
retired railroad workers, 974,900 
under regular extended benefits, 
966,700 
under 
federal 


supplemental benefits and 307,- 
900 under supplemental un- 
employment assistance. 


The regular unemployment in- 


surance program provides 
benefits up to 27 weeks, but 
benefits have been extended 
through two emergency 
programs to a maximum of 65 
weeks.

Baltimore is a specialist in microbiology at 


the Massachusetts Institute of Technolttorand 
currently visiting scientist at the Rockefeller 
university in New York aty where he received 
his doctorate. Temin is an expert in the field of 
oncology (the study of tumors) at the University 
of Wbconsin, and Dulbecco is a cell researcher at 
the Imperial Cancer Research Fund Laboratory 
in London. 


"They have found different effects and cir- 


cumstances which cause cancer," Prof. Peter 
Reichard, a member of the Swedish institute, 
said. "They have not come up with any new 
methods for treating cancer, but their discoveries 
are still considered a giant step in cancer 
research." 


May Cause Tumors 


The institute said, "Viruses causing tumors 


in human beings have not been found, except for 
warts. These types of tumors are of a benign 
nature, but it seems likely that viruses will prove 
to be engaged in the production of certain serious 
(malignant) tumors in humans. 


"The three winners have found a basis for 


studying and working on this relationship " 


As Amencan Cancer Society research 


professors, Temin and Baltimore have salaries 
guaranteed into the 21st century — Temin's until 
2004 and Baltimore's until 2003 


They will collect their Nobel Prize in 


Stockholm Dec 10. 


Temin said in Madison, Wis, he was 


"overwhelmed, proud and honored" by the 
award. 


"There are cures for certain fait growing 


cancers, certain specific types of cancers, but as 
yet no known cures for the majority of cancers 
which actually cause human death," he said. 


"We are working continually-many people 


— to try and develop better means of therapy for 
cancer, but now there's a general belief that we 
would have much more influence on human 
cancer if we could prevent it. 


StopSmoUif 


"And so, if people would stop smoking 


cigarettes and there were less cancer causing 
chemicals put out into the environment, this 
would be the most efficient way of preventing 
cancer." 


In London, Italian-born Dulbecco who 


became a U.S. citizen hi 1953 said of the prize, 
"It's great, fantastic, wonderful. But it was a 
great surprise. 


"I showed that the genetic material of 


cancer-causing viruses, their DNA, becomes in- 
corporated hi the DNA of the cell," Dulbecco 
said. 


DNA is the ribbon-like molecule within the 


cell — the famous "double helix" — which holds 
the code of life that determines whether a cell 
will develop into a man or an animal. 


Alters DNA 


Dulbecco said the virus DNA alters the DNA 


of the host cell. "Once it is there, it remains there 
forever, so that all the progeny of the cell have 
the same altered characteristics." 


Dulbecco said Temin was one of his graduate 


students at the California Institute of Technology 
in the 1950s. 


Reichard said Baltimore "found an enzyme 


that creates virus proteins in the cell." 


"This theory was introduced in 1970 at a 


cancer congress in Houston," Reichard said. "It 
met with skepticism at first, but then caused a 
revolution."

Compromise Made 
In New Credit Rules 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Federal Reserve Board, 
choosing a generally even com- 
promise between the demands 
of women and creditors, 
Thursday proposed final rules 
forbidding creditors from dis- 
criminating against applicants 
because of sex or marital status 


The rules, written and revised 


twice this year to implement the 
equal credit opportunity act that 
goes into effect Oct. 28, were 
designed to outlaw many old 
techniques that deny credit to 
working women — including the 
practice of asking about birth 
control 


Credit experts generally 


agreed the final rules made 
more concessions to the 
women's demands than a 
previous proposal published last 
Sept 8 But they cited numerous 
"loopholes" favonng creditors. 


Federal Reserve Board Gover- 


nor Jeffrey M Bucher indicated 
the agency would continue to 
listen to the counter demands of 
women and creditors "Just 
because we've put out these final 


regs doesn't mean we're 
through," he said. 


Linda Cohen, credit expert for 


the National Organization for 
Women, called Bucher's state- 
ment an "invitation" and 
declated, "We certainly intend 
to complain like hell about the 
things we don't like " 


The major dispute centers on 


a provision that creditors must 
explain — not necessarily in 
writing — the reasons for 
denying credit to an applicant 
who requests such an explana- 
tion 


The first proposed regulations 


issued last April 23 required a 
written statement of reasons for 
denial But the September draft 
dropped that requirement, 
prompting a cry of outrage from 
a group of congresswomen. 


The women still insist the law 


cannot be enforced without 
written statements and they note 
this rule also does not require 
the creditors to inform 
applicants of their right to such a 
statement

Whether Gov. James Exon is right or 


wrong in calling a special session of the 
Legislature and whether senators do 
anything or not in that session, it ought to 
be obvious that this state has a lousy setup 
from a fiscal management point of view. 
The Legislature appropriates money at one 
time, taxes are set on a calendar year basis 
and spending is on a fiscal year basis. 


Additionally, we have all sorts of non- 


sensical things such as the Board of 
Equalization setting the tax rate while 
senators determine spending figures. Also, 
we have a requirement that the sales and 
income tax be maintained at relatively 
equal levels in terms of the revenue they 
produce. 


How anybody can make any sense out 


of all this is hard to understand, even under 
the best of conditions. But add to it the 
fact that a lot of politics is played in the 
Legislature, in the governor's office and on 
the Board of Equalization and you have a 
situation that is next to impossible. 


This November, the board will meet to 


set the 1976 income and sales tax rates. It 
will set the rates for calendar 1976 while 
those rates produce funds that will be used 
to help finance the 1976-77 fiscal year. 


That is what is happening today. When 


the board set the rates in November of 
1974, it considered only expenditures in 
calendar 1975. Thus, the state is now 
looking at 1975-76 fiscal year expenditures 
that the governor says cannot be met. 


Surely there has got to be a better way. 


Both sales and income tax rates in the state 
have jumped up and down like a yo-yo 
from one year to another. 


In effect, the Board of Equalization is 


asked to set tax rates for spending that has 
not even yet been determined by the 
Legislature. It is totally unrealistic to think 
that this kind of situation is not going to 
produce excessive partisan political activi- 
ty- As a result of the poor system we have, 
the governor will now propose that 
senators, in special session, reduce 1975-76 
appropriations by 3 percent, after state 
agencies are already six months into that 
fiscal year. That is an impossible position 
in which to put state agency ad- 
ministrators. 


The Legislature has an obligation, we 


believe, to establish a fiscal structure that 
is workable, that makes sense and that 
does not openly invite the wholesale prac- 
tice of partisan politics. 


Popping Up Is No Joke 


In submitting a report detailing much 


of the Watergate prosecution business, 
Special Prosecutor Henry W. Ruth Jr. says 
the demand for the release of more 
evidence of Richard Nixon's wrongdoing 
stems from fears the former president will 
re-emerge as a major public figure. 


"That's what everybody is worried 


about, isn't it, a second coming," Ruth said 
in an apparent sarcastic vein. "Somehow 
people think this gentleman, Mr. Nixon, is 
going to pop up again." 


Of course some people think he is 


going to pop up again — why shouldn't 
they? He's popped up again all through a 
notorious, unsavory political career. If 
there is one thing even Nixon's most 
earnest critics can agree upon, it is that he 
is admirably tenacious and resilient. He is 
an adversary hard to keep down. 


We keep hearing with each new 


chapter — such as the release of this report 
— that Watergate is finally over. 


We're not so sure it should be finally 


over and we wonder, along with Sen. 
Lowell Weicker, if America really learned 
anything from it. 


If anything was learned it may be that 


some people in high places can conduct 
themselves scandalously, even criminally, 
and still make their getaway with com- 
parative grace, with only another black 
mark on their reputation as punishment.

Take Mr. Nixon. Please. Sure, he had 


to resign before he was impeached. And 
now it is known that the Watergate 
prosecutors thought they had the goods on 
him, enough to take him to trial and the 
Watergate grand jury wanted to indict him 
but was talked out of it by Leon Jawarski, 
who was afraid the Constitution wouldn't 
permit it. He looked guilty and he took a 
terrible fall. 
^ 


But from another angle, consider: He 


was never impeached, he was never 
prosecuted, he was pardoned for things 
nobody is sure of, and he has never ad- 
mitted to anything but bad judgment. "Put 
that in civics books and imagine what 
generations yet unborn can learn from it. It 
is not too farfetched to think that a future 
historian may put this in the textbook: 
"President Nixon lost his political base in 
Congress and resigned in August of 1974." 
And that wouldn't be inaccurate. There is 
nothing else on the record to go in its place. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Nixon is making 


preparations. His "coming back party" 
featured a golf game with various 
Teamsters officials and police characters. 
It was a benefit (for Chuckie O'Brien, 
maybe?). It is reported that Nixon is mul- 
ling, over plans to serve the public again, 
and is sifting invitations to visit overseas 
once the 1976 election is over. 


"Popping up again" a laughing 


matter? Not on your life. 


Betting Against Sakharov 


In the 1950s Russian physicist 


Andrei Sakharov was known as 
the "father" of the Soviet 
Union's hydrogen bomb. Today, 
he is known as the winner of the 
1975 Nobel Peace Prize. 


It's been a long, difficult and 


courageous road for the man 
who now ranks alongside 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn as a 
champion for human rights in 
the Soviet Union. 


Solzhenitsyn was expelled 


from the USSR early last year, 
but Sakharov continues to speak 
out for amnesty for Soviet 
political prisoners with a 
courage which soon may earn 
him the same fate. 


As early as 1958, Sakharov's 


misgivings about the awesome 
consequences of nuclear warfare 
led him to circulate "Samizdat" 
(literally, 
"self-publishing"), 


calling for a ban on nuclear 
testing. 


If you read Solzhenitsyn's 


monumental 
"Gulag 


Archipelago," you know that a 
Soviet citizen does not do such 
things lightly, for it can easily 
lead to a 10-year sentence in a 
concentration camp, followed by 
years of exile. 


Sakharov continued, however, 


and nude a personal appeal to 
Soviet 
Premier Nikita 


Khrushchev in 1961. It was ig- 
nored. Five years later, he took a 
further step. He participated 
publicly in a one-minute vigil for 


^•pr- 


human rights. He was fired from 
his high post in the Soviet 
nuclear program. 


But the fact he wasn't arrested 


showed that the Kremlin was 
concerned that harsher reprisals 
against such an outspoken public 
figure might trigger even more 
protests against repression. 


* * * 
In 1968 his book, "Progress, 


Peace, Coexistence and Intellec- 
tual Freedom," was published in 
the West, but circulated only hi 
"Samizdat" form inside the 
USSR. 


Now, the Nobel Prize Com- 


mittee has cited him for bis 
"fearless effort in the cause of 
peace among mankind," for his 
warning "against the dangers 
connected with the bogus 
detente, based on wishful 
thinking and illusions," and for 
his fighfnot only against the 
abuse of power and violations of 
human dignity in all its forms, 
but ... for the ideal of a state 
founded on a principle of justice 
for all." 


All that Sakharov stands for 


contradicts the Soviet system, 
with its denial of human rights, 
punishment for dissenters, in- 
timidation and the use of fear. 


Despite its love of propaganda 


as a weapon to advance the 
Marxist cause, the USSR has a 
clumsy track record in handling 
its most famous citizens who dis- 
sent. When Boris Pasternak won 


the Nobel Prize for Literature in 
1958, the Soviets pressured him 
into turning it down, an act 
which simply underscored their 
heavy-handedness. Solzhenitsyn 
won it in 1970 but couldn't go to-- 
Oslo to receive it for fear of 
being unable to return home.

Following their expulsion of 


Solabenitsyn last year, the 
.Soviets launched a continuous 
propaganda barrage to discredit 
him.' It has had the opposite 
effect, 


His own compelling testimony 


on Soviet repression and his 
profound moral stand about 
human freedom simply have 
been verified by the shrill 
propaganda. 


The betting in Oslo is that 


Sakharov won't be allowed to 
pick up his prize, since the very 
awarding of it by the committee 
will appear to the thin-skinned 
Soviet regime to be a criticism of 
its repressive nature. And it is.

On Hurley's Bar 


WASHINGTON — A generation ago, as a 


producer of radio and television programs on 
NBC's New York stations, I worked at the RCA 
Building in Rockefeller Center. At the end of 
each celebrity-stricken day, I would wind up — 
and wind down — having a drink at a little bar 
on the corner named Hurley's, and it was there 
that I became a Republican. 


Hurley's was a place that respected tradi- 


tion in a fast-changing neighborhood, having 
dispensed booze on that spot for more than a 
century. It had even survived Prohibition, by 
turning its front window into a flower shop 
while operating a speakeasy in the back, until 
the big-government "drys" came to understand 
that Americans did not want their personal 
habits legislated. 


But the greatest source of inspiration at 


Hurley's was that tavern's rare display of 
courage and family pride in the face of moneyed 
power. When the Rockefellers bought up all the 
houses and establishments on the block to 
knock down and make way for the RCA 
Building, the Hurleys refused to give up their 
lease. As a result, the perfect symmetry of 
Rockefeller Center was spoiled, and its 70-story 
central edifice had to be built around a rickety 
three-story building and bar. 


Individualism had triumphed — power was 


not everything. The Hurleys had thumbed their 
noses at the Rockefellers and had won — their 
lease on that old building gave us all a new lease 
on life. 


But leases, like lives, run out. Last week, 


Rockefeller Center took control of the property, 
ousted the nettlesome Hurley successors, and 
announced that the century-old bar would be 
gutted and replaced by — get this — "a real old- 
fashioned 19th century tavern of wood and 
copper." 


So-the Rockefellers are tearing down the 


old to make way for the imitation old. Such are 
the authentic-reproduction signs of the times — 
you can't even buy real tinsel any more.

That's the Rockefellers for you: big 


projects on the boards, big intellects on the 
payroll, big power on display — and none of the 


/ street-smartness so necessary to earn the trust 


of ordinary people. 


These thoughts come to mind as the first 


rift develops in President Ford's White House: 
on the subject of aiding New York, Vice Presi- 
dent Rockefeller, the appointee's appointee, has 
doublecrossed his administration. 


The President is trying to minimize the vice 


president's defection, but centrist Republicans 
elsewhere, who originally supported the 
Rockefeller appointment, are reviewing the 
past year's Rockefeller record and wondering if 
he is somebody they want to stay in national of- 
fice.

Some conservatives who are concerned 


about the "tyranny of the majority" remember 
how Rockefeller, against the President's 
wishes, used the most high-handed tactics to 
break the ability of a minority of senators to 
delay majority-demanded legislation. The 
filibuster is dead — any individualists in the 
Senate must make way for majoritarian 
progress. 


A few other conservatives have been 


nagged by an ethical lapse that came up at his 
confirmation hearings: the $50,000 "tip" he 
gave to Henry Kissinger after that former 
Rockefeller band had been named national 
security adviser. Together, Rockefeller and 
Kissinger have controlled the makeup of the 
Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board since 1969 
and obviously the oversights were underset. 


Many Republicans — and not the clutchfist 


crowd, either — were stunned by Rockefeller's 
single "bold new initiative": a $100 billion off- 
budget Federal Energy Authority to guarantee 
risky loans with public funds, while the people 
who run it are immune to public opinion. 


The "authority" route, an American form 


of fascism popular here in the thirties and for- 
ties, may be efficient, but is hardly in tune with 
either conservative or progressive Republican 
principles. When asked about the opposition to 
this scheme by other administration financial 
men, Rockefeller said, in effect — let 'em 
resign, the President's already made his deci- 
sion. 
* ft ft 


That strong endorsement of team play may 


haunt Rockefeller in his sudden conversion to 
the cause of using federal money for city finan- 
cial support. On this, the Vice President has left 
the reservation. If Ford wants to pretend there 
is only a "minimal" difference between them, 
then the President (a) has changed his own 
mind (b) does not understand what the Vice 
President said or (c) is trying to be all things to 
all men. 


Those are the reasons why Ford's first big 


appointment has become his first big albatross. 
Democratic candidates (everybody and his 
brother-in-law is running for president) will 
charge that Rockefeller is being dumped to 
"placate the right wing." 


But it is more accurate to say he is likely to 


be dumped because some Republicans are 
offended at his big-spending energy scheme, 
some are dismayed at his flip-flopping on 
bailing out New York, some are vengeful at his 
decision to let the steamroller roll in the Senate, 
some are worried about the pervasive Kissinger 
connection, some are leery of his tendency to 
forget that he's only Number Two. 


And some of us will remember the closing 


of Hurley's Bar.

Unnatural Gas Prices 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Power 


Commission doesn't intend to let the truth stand 
in the way of its push for higher natural gas 
prices. 


President Ford, the gas industry, and the 


top brass at the FPC have concluded that the 
producers need prices deregulated as an incen- 
tive to find more gas and stave off an an- 
ticipated shortage. 


Bat there is only, the industry's word to sup- 


port the predictions of shortage. Indeed, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals has heard evidence that 
the gas companies are simply holding back then- 
product until they get higher prices. The court 
ordered the FPC to determine if natural gas 
curtailment* on the East Coast were deliberate 
or unavoidable. 


FPC officials, therefore, have reluctantly 


instructed then* staffs to find out whether the 
shortage really exists. A confidential study for 
the House Energy subcommittee states, 
however, that the FPC investigation's 
"doomed to failure." 


The probe is "miserably understaffed," the 


study states, because FPC Chairman John 
Nassikas "has reassigned the more competent 
staff to work on deregulation." 


Onfy two full-time people have been 


assigned to go through 109 crates of documents 


in the case. They have only one lawyer working 
with them, but he is also assigned to two other 
investigations. * & £ 


The Commission has other natural gas 


probes under way, but they also suffer from un- 
derstaffing. 


One is supposed to determine whether. 


there is more gas available in wells that the in- 
dustry has shut down, as some critics have 
alleged. 


The FPC has received 50 volumes of 


technical material on the case from gas 
producers. The staff working on the investiga- 
tion, therefore, asked Chairman Nassikas for an 
expert consultant to help them decipher the 
data. 


Internal FPC memos show that the request 


was made in July. But two months and a flurry 
of memos later, Nassikas finally decided that 
the funds for a consultant were not available. 


Nine months of staff work has gurgled 


down the drain, and the producers' side of the 
story has yet to be investigated. 


Nassikas, apparently, is more interested hi 


getting the ps industry higher prices. And those 
higher prices wttl mean higher utility MUs (or 
American consumers.

On Jan. 1, 1976 any bicyclist riding a bicycle not 


with reflectorized tires or rims with a reflectorized band wiU 
violate the law. For Nebraskans to comply with the law they wtU 
have to shell out extra bucks to buy glowing tires at about f7 
apiece that, when wet or covered with mud and road grim, will 
not reflect.

Besides, what better way to sell a 
product than to make it a law to have it? 


In the past four to five years bicycle racing has made a 


comeback in Nebraska. When our lawmakers passed the reflec- 
torized tire law they unknowingly killed competitive racing 
here. Next year, with the coming of the 1976 bicentennial, bicy- 
cle tourists are making plans to travel the roads of our nation. 
When Nebraska legislators pass laws to discourage bicycling, 
why should tourists come to the state? 


In the age of scarce gasoline, air pollution and sedentarisra 


they are passing laws to discourage alternate means of transpor- 
tation - bicycles. Just the opposite te called for.

Don't Rely On 'Experts' 


Lincoln 


In discussion of Lincoln's participation in construction of a 


new nuclear plant, several City Council Members, including 
Chairman Max Denney mentioned then- concern about the im- 
plications of the lawsuit the Nebraska Public Power District 
(NPPJD) filed recently on an older nuclear plant, the Cooper 
Nuclear Station. They are right to be concerned. NPPD's 
Cooper lawsuit raises serious questions about the reliability of 
nuclear plants cost estimates and technology. And it raises a 
very basic question: who are the "experts" on nuclear power 
plants? 


Some Lincoln Electric System (LES) Board Members seem 


to think the Council should have left the Fort Calhoun n deci- 
sion to LES. 


But LES is relying on the expert planners at NPPD, who in 


turn must rely on the skill and truthfulness of private companies 
to whom the work is contracted. In the case of the Cooper plant, 
NPPD has concluded that five companies have performed so 
badly that "damage to property or harm to person" could result. 


"Failure to perform as an expert" is one of the charges 


made in the lawsuit on Cooper against General Electric, 
Westinghouse Electric and others. The companies had 
"represented themselves as experts" in their contract area and 
NPPD had let contracts "based on such representations of 
expertise." Yet in the five major areas defined in the suit, 
NPPD says, they did then- jobs badly, and in several cases ac- 
tually misrepresented their work to NPPD and covered up their 
failures. 


For example, the suit says, "NPPD replied, to its detri- 


ment, on GE's disclosing material information regarding the 
design, manufacture, and performance capability of the BWR-4 
reactor, and further relied on GE's misrepresentations." 


It specifies: "GEintentionally and/or negligently concealed 


from NPPD the existence of the incore vibration problem, and 
misrepresented to NPPD that it performed in accordance with 
(its contract)." 


Further: "Upon GE's misrepresentations, and because of 


GE's concealment, NPPD was induced to continue its contrac- 
tural obligations with GE and was unable to seek prompt cor- 
rection of the incore vibration problem." Otherwise, "NPPD 
could have acted to remedy the situation" (and so have saved an 
estimated $25 million plus in repairs, replacements, and expen- 
sive purchases of power from other utilities necessary when the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission ordered Cooper's output cut to 
50% capacity because of the incore vibration problem.) 


And similarly, Westinghouse said it was an expert, yet 


Westinghouse, NPPD charges, "Designed, manufactured, fur- 
nished and installed a defective bypass system which would be 
inherently and unreasonably able to cause damage to property 
or harm to person if Used in such condition." 


And so the 37-page lawsuit goes on, through three more 


major problems (including one that should be an important safe- 
ty feature, the containment system) and three more expert com- 
panies for a total of more than $160 million claimed by NPPD 


If GE, Westinghouse, and the other experts are as income* 


tent at nuclear power plant work as the Cooper suit asserts then 
in the future, the public interest had better be defended by the 
non-experts - which include questioning citizens and thought- 
ful City Council members. 
. 


Coits are one reflection of a whole range of still unsolved 


difficulties with nuclear power plants. Cooper's costs tripled the 
original estimate. Nationwide, costs of nuclear plants are sky- 
rocketing and recently a number of projects nave been 
cancelled. 


As D. W. Hill of NPPD said about Lincoln's costs of par- 


ticipation in the Fort Calhoun U Project, "There'* no way in the 
world I'm going to put a price on anything." And there's no way 
in the world Lincoln needs to write a blank cheek to the 
"experts" of nuclear power.

Whether Go v . J ames Ex o n is rig ht o r 
wro ng in calling a special sessio n o f the 
Leg islature and whether senato rs do 
any thing o r no t in that sessio n, it o ug ht to 
be o bv io us that this state has a lo usy setup 
fro m a fiscal manag ement po int o f v iew. 
The Leg islature appro priates mo ney at o ne 
time, tax es are set o n a calendar y ear basis 
and spending is o n a fiscal y ear basis. 


Additio nally , we hav e all so rts o f no n­ 
sensical thing s such as the Bo ard o f 
Equalizatio n setting the tax rate while 
senato rs determine spending fig ures. Also , 
we hav e a requirement that the sales and 
inco me tax be maintained at relativ ely 
equal lev els in terms o f the rev enue they 
pro duce. 


Ho w any bo dy can make any sense o ut 
o f all this is hard to understand, ev en under 
the best o f co nditio ns. But add to it the 
fact that a lo t o f po litics is play ed in the 
Leg islature, in the g o v erno r’s o ffice and o n 
the Bo ard o f Equalizatio n and y o u hav e a 
situatio n that is nex t to impo ssible. 


This No v ember, the bo ard will meet to 
set the 197 6 inco me and sales tax rates. It 
will set the rates fo r calendar 197 6 while 
tho se rates pro duce funds that will be used 
to help finance the 197 6-7 7 fiscal y ear. 


That is what is happening to day . When 
the bo ard set the rates in No v ember o f 
197 4, it co nsidered o nly ex penditures in 
calendar 197 5 . Thus, the state is no w 
lo o king at 19 7 5 -7 6 fiscal y ear ex penditures 
that the g o v erno r say s canno t be met. 
Surely there has g o t to be a better way . 
Bo th sales and inco me tax rates in the state 
hav e jumped up and do wn like a y o -y o 
fro m o ne y ear to ano ther. 
In effect, the Bo ard o f Equalizatio n is 
asked to set tax rates fo r spending that has 
no t ev en y et been determined by the 
Leg islature. It is to tally unrealistic to think 
that this kind o f situatio n is no t g o ing to 
pro duce ex cessiv e partisan po litical activ i­ 
ty . 
As a result o f the po o r sy stem we hav e, 
the g o v erno r will no w pro po se that 
senato rs, in special sessio n, reduce 197 5 -7 6 
appro priatio ns by 3 percent, after state 
ag encies are already six mo nths into that 
fiscal y ear. That is an impo ssible po sitio n 
in w hich to put sta te a g ency a d­ 
ministrato rs. 
The Leg islature has an o blig atio n, we 
believ e, to establish a fiscal structure that 
is wo rkable, that makes sense and that 
do es no t o penly inv ite the who lesale prac­ 
tice o f partisan po litics.

Betting Against Sakharov 


In the 195 0s Russian phy sicist 
Andrei Sakharo v was kno wn as 
the “ father” o f the So v iet 
Unio n's hy dro g en bo mb. To day , 
he is kno wn as the winner o f the 
197 5 No bel Peace Prize. 
It's been a lo ng , difficult and 
co urag eo us ro ad fo r the man 
who no w ranks alo ng side 
Aleksandr So lzhenitsy n as a 
champio n fo r human rig hts in 
the So v iet Unio n. 


So lzhenitsy n 
was ex pelled 
fro m the USSR early last y ear, 
but Sakharo v co ntinues to speak 
o ut fo r amnesty fo r So v iet 
po litical priso ners with a 
co urag e which so o n may earn 
him the same late. 


As early as 1958, Sakharo v ’s 
misg iv ing s abo ut the aweso me 
co nsequences o f nuclear warfare 
led him to circulate “ Samizdat” 
( literally , 
“ self-publishing ” ), 
calling fo r a ban o n nuclear 
testing . 
If y o u read So lzhenitsy n's 
m o num enta l 
“ Gula g 
Archipelag o ,” y o u kno w that a 
So v iet citizen do es no t do such 
thing s lig htly , fo r it can easily 
lead to a 10-y ear sentence in a 
co ncentratio n camp, fo llo wed by 
y ears o f ex ile. 


Sakharo v co ntinued, ho wev er, 
and made a perso nal appeal to 
So v iet 
Prem ier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev in 1961. It was ig ­ 
no red. Fiv e y ears later, he to o k a 
further step. He participated 
publicly in a o ne-minute v ig il fo r 


human rig hts. He was fired fro m 
his hig h po st in the So v iet 
nuclear pro g ram. 


But the fact he wasn't arrested 
sho wed that the Kremlin was 
co ncerned that harsher reprisals 
ag ainst such an o utspo ken public 
fig ure mig ht trig g er ev en mo re 
pro tests ag ainst repressio n.

In 1968 his bo o k, “ Pro g ress, 
Peace, Co ex istence and Intellec­ 
tual Freedo m,” was published in 
the West, but circulated o nly in 
“ Samizdat” fo rm inside the 
USSR. 
No w, the No bel Prize Co m­ 
mittee has cited him fo r ins 
“ fearless effo rt in the cause o f 
peace amo ng mankind,” fo r his 
warning “ ag ainst the dang ers 
co nnected with the bo g us 
detente, based o n wishful 
thinking and illusio ns,” and fo r 
his fig ht“ no t o nly ag ainst the 
abuse o f po wer and v io latio ns o f 
human dig nity in all its fo rms, 
but . . . fo r the ideal o f a state 
fo unded o n a principle o f justice 
fo r all.” 


All that Sakharo v stands fo r 
co ntradicts the So v iet sy stem, 
with its denial o f human rig hts, 
punishment fo r dissenters, in­ 
timidatio n and the use o f fear. 


Despite its lo v e o f pro pag anda 
as a weapo n to adv ance the 
Marx ist cause, the USSR has a 
clumsy track reco rd in handling 
its mo st famo us citizens who dis­ 
sent. When Bo ris Pasternak wo n 
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On Hurley's Bar 


the No bel Prize fo r Literature in 
1958, the So v iets pressured him 
into turning it do wn, an act 
which simply undersco red their 
heav y -handedness. So lzhenitsy n 
wo n it in 197 0 but co uldn't g o to ' 
Oslo to receiv e it fo r fear o f 
being unable to return ho me.

Fo llo wing their ex pulsio n o f 
So lafeenitsy n last y ear, the 
So v iets launched a co ntinuo us 
pro pag anda barrag e to discredit 
him. It has had the o ppo site 
effect. 


His o wn co mpelling testimo ny 
o n So v iet repressio n and his 
pro fo und mo ral stand abo ut 
human freedo m simply hav e 
been v erified by the shrill 
pro pag anda. 


The betting in Oslo is that 
Sakharo v wo n’t be allo wed to 
pick up his prize, since the v ery 
awarding o f it by the co mmittee 
will appear to the thin-skinned 
So v iet reg ime to be a criticism o f 
its repressiv e nature. And it is.

WASHINGTON — A g eneratio n ag o , as a 
pro ducer o f radio and telev isio n pro g rams o n 
NBC’s New Yo rk statio ns, I wo rked at the RCA 
Building in Ro ckefeller Center. At the end o f 
each celebrity -stricken day , I wo uld wind up — 
and wind do wn — hav ing a drink at a little bar 
o n the co rner named Hurley 's, and it was there 
that I became a Republican. 
Hurley 's was a place that respected tradi­ 
tio n in a fast-chang ing neig hbo rho o d, hav ing 
dispensed bo o ze o n that spo t fo r mo re than a 
century . It had ev en surv iv ed Pro hibitio n, by 
turning its fro nt windo w into a flo wer sho p 
while o perating a speakeasy in the back, until 
the big -g o v ernment “ dry s'' came to understand 
that Americans did no t want their perso nal 
habits leg islated. 
But the g reatest so urce o f inspiratio n at 
Hurley ’s was that tav ern’s rare display o f 
co urag e and family pride in the face o f mo ney ed 
po wer. When the Ro ckefellers bo ug ht up all the 
ho uses and establishments o n the blo ck to 
kno ck do wn and make way fo r the RCA 
Building , the Hurley s refused to g iv e up their 
lease. As a result, the perfect sy mmetry o f 
Ro ckefeller Center was spo iled, and its 7 0-sto ry 
central edifice had to be built aro und a rickety 
three-sto ry building and bar. 


Indiv idualism had triumphed — po wer was 
no t ev ery thing . The Hurley s had thumbed their 
no ses at the Ro ckefellers and had wo n — their 
lease o n that o ld building g av e us all a new lease 
o n life. 
But leases, like liv es, run o ut. Last week, 
Ro ckefeller Center to o k co ntro l o f the pro perty , 
o usted the nettleso me Hurley successo rs, and 
anno unced that the century -o ld bar wo uld be 
g utted and replaced by — g et this — “ a real o ld- 
fashio ned 19th century tav ern o f wo o d and 
co pper.” 
So the Ro ckefellers are tearing do wn the 
o ld to make way fo r the imitatio n o ld. Such are 
the authentic-repro ductio n sig ns o f the times — 
y o u can’t ev en buy real tinsel any mo re.

That’s the Ro ckefellers fo r y o u: big 
pro jects o n the bo ards, big intellects o n the 
pay ro ll, big po wer o n display — and no ne o f the 
street-smartness so necessary to earn the trust 
o f o rdinary peo ple. 


These tho ug hts co me to mind as the first 
rift dev elo ps in President Fo rd's White Ho use: 
o n the subject o f aiding New Yo rk, Vice Presi­ 
dent Ro ckefeller, the appo intee’s appo intee, has 
do ublecro ssed his administratio n. 
The President is try ing to minimize the v ice 
president’s defectio n, but centrist Republicans 
elsewhere, who o rig inally suppo rted the 
Ro ckefeller appo intment, are rev iewing the 
past y ear’s Ro ckefeller reco rd and wo ndering if 
he is so mebo dy they want to stay in natio nal o f­ 
fice.

So me co nserv ativ es who are co ncerned 
abo ut the “ ty ranny o f the majo rity ” remember 
ho w Ro ckefeller, ag ainst the President’s 
wishes, used the mo st hig h-handed tactics to 
break the ability o f a mino rity o f senato rs to 
delay majo rity -demanded leg islatio n. The 
filibuster is dead — any indiv idualists in the 
Senate must make way fo r majo ritarian 
pro g ress. 
A few o ther co nserv ativ es hav e been 
nag g ed by an ethical lapse that came up at his 
co nfirmatio n hearing s: the $5 0,000 “ tip” he 
g av e to Henry Kissing er after that fo rmer 
Ro ckefeller hand had been named natio nal 
security adv iser. To g ether, Ro ckefeller and 
Kissing er hav e co ntro lled the makeup o f the 
Fo reig n Intellig ence Adv iso ry Bo ard since 1969 
and o bv io usly the o v ersig hts were underset. 
Many Republicans — and no t the clutchfist 
cro wd, either — were stunned by Ro ckefeller’s 
sing le “ bo ld new initiativ e” : a $100 billio n o ff- 
budg et Federal Energ y Autho rity to g uarantee 
risky lo ans with public funds, while the peo ple 
who run it are immune to public o pinio n. 


The “ autho rity ” ro ute, an American fo rm 
o f fascism po pular here in the thirties and fo r­ 
ties, may be efficient, but is hardly in tune with 
either co nserv ativ e o r pro g ressiv e Republican 
principles. When asked abo ut the o ppo sitio n to 
this scheme by o ther administratio n financial 
men, Ro ckefeller said, in effect — let ’em 
resig n, the President’s already made his deci­ 
sio n.

That stro ng endo rsement o f team play may 
haunt Ro ckefeller in his sudden co nv ersio n to 
the cause o f using federal mo ney fo r city finan­ 
cial suppo rt. On this, the Vice President has left 
the reserv atio n. If Fo rd wants to pretend there 
is o nly a “ minimal” difference between them, 
then the President (a) has chang ed his o wn 
mind (b) do es no t understand what the Vice 
President said o r (c) is try ing to be all thing s to 
all men. 
Tho se are the reaso ns why Fo rd’s first big 
appo intment has beco me his first big albatro ss. 
Demo cratic candidates (ev ery bo dy and his 
bro ther-in-law is running fo r president) will 
charg e that Ro ckefeller is being dumped to 
“ placate the rig ht wing .” 


But it is mo re accurate to say he is likely to 
be dumped because so me Republicans are 
o ffended at his big -spending energ y scheme, 
so me are dismay ed at his flip-flo pping o n 
bailing o ut New Yo rk, so me are v eng eful at his 
decisio n to let the steamro ller ro ll in the Senate, 
so me are wo rried abo ut the perv asiv e Kissing er 
co nnectio n, so me are leery o f his tendency to 
fo rg et that he’s o nly Number Two . 


And so me o f us will remember the clo sing 
o f Hurley ’s Bar.

WASHINGTON - The Federal Po wer 
Co mmissio n do esn’t intend to let the truth stand 
in the way o f its push fo r hig her natural g 
2s 
prices. 
President Fo rd, the g as industry , and the 
to p brass at the FPC hav e co ncluded that the 
pro ducers need prices dereg ulated as an incen­ 
tiv e to find mo re g as and stav e o ff an an­ 
ticipated sho rtag e. 


But there is o nly , the industry ’s wo rd to sup­ 
po rt the predictio ns o f sho rtag e. Indeed, the 
U.S. Co urt o f Appeals has heard ev idence that 
the g as co mpanies are simply ho lding back their 
pro duct until they g et hig her prices. The co urt 
o rdered the FPC to determine if natural g as 
curtailments o n the East Co ast were deliberate 
o r unav o idable. 


FPC o fficials, therefo re, hav e reluctantly 
instructed their staffs to find o ut whether the 
sho rtag e really ex ists. A co nfidential study fo r 
the Ho use Energ y subco mmittee states, 
ho wev er, that the FPC inv estig a tio n^ 
“ do o med to failure.” 


The pro be is “ miserably understaffed,” the 
study states, because FPC Chairman J o hn 
Nassikas “ has reassig ned the mo re co mpetent 
staff to wo rk o n dereg ulatio n.” 
Only two full-time peo ple hav e been 
assig ned to g o thro ug h 109 crates o f do cuments 


in the case. They hav e o nly o ne lawy er wo rking 
with them, but he is also assig ned to two o ther 
inv estig atio ns.

The Co mmissio n has o ther natural g as 
pro bes under way , but they also suffer fro m un­ 
derstaffing . 


One is suppo sed to determine whether, 
there is mo re g as av ailable in wells that the in­ 
dustry has shut do wn, as so me critics hav e 
alleg ed. 


The FPC has receiv ed 5 0 v o lumes o f 
technical material o n the case fro m g as 
pro ducers. The staff wo rking o n the inv estig a­ 
tio n, therefo re, asked Chairman Nassikas fo r an 
ex pert co nsultant to help them decipher the 
data. 
Internal FPC memo s sho w that the request 
was made in J uiy . But two mo nths and a flurry 
o f memo s later, Nassikas finally decided that 
the funds fo r a co nsultant were no t av ailable. 
Nine mo nths o f staff wo rk has g urg led 
do wn the drain, and the pro ducers’ side o f the 
sto ry has y et to be inv estig ated. 


Nassikas, apparently , is mo re interested in 
g etting the g as industry hig her prices. And tho se 
hig her prices will mean hig her utility bills fo r 
American co nsumers.

Don't Rely O n Experts' 


Linco ln 
In discussio n o f Linco ln’s participatio n in co nstructio n o f a 
new nuclear plant, sev eral City Co uncil Members, including 
Chairman Max Denney mentio ned their co ncern abo ut the im­ 
plicatio ns o f the lawsuit the Nebraska Public Po wer District 
(NPPD) filed recently o n an o lder nuclear plant, the Co o per 
Nuclear Statio n. They are rig ht to be co ncerned. NPPD’s 
Co o per lawsuit raises serio us questio ns abo ut the reliability o f 
nuclear plants co st estimates and techno lo g y . And it raises a 
v ery basic questio n: who are the “ ex perts” o n nuclear po wer 
plants? 
So me Linco ln Electric Sy stem (LES) Bo ard Members seem 
to think the Co uncil sho uld hav e left the Fo rt Calho un II deci­ 
sio n to LES. 
But LES is rely ing o n the ex pert planners at NPPD, who in 
turn must rely o n the skill and truthfulness o f priv ate co mpanies 
to who m the wo rk is co ntracted. In the case o f the Co o per plant, 
NPPD has co ncluded that fiv e co mpanies hav e perfo rmed so 
badly that “ damag e to pro perty o r harm to perso n” co uld result. 
“ Failure to perfo rm as an ex pert” is o ne o f the charg es 
made in the lawsuit o n Co o per ag ainst General Electric, 
Westing ho use Electric and o thers. The co mpanies had 
“ represented themselv es as ex perts" in their co ntract area and 
NPPD had let co ntracts “ based o n such representatio ns o f 
ex pertise.” Yet in the fiv e majo r areas defined in the suit, 
NPPD say s, they did their jo bs badly , and in sev eral cases ac­ 
tually misrepresented their wo rk to NPPD and co v ered up their 
failures. 
Fo r ex ample, the suit say s, “ NPPD replied, to its detri­ 
ment, o n GE’s disclo sing material info rmatio n reg arding the 
desig n, manufacture, and perfo rmance capability o f the BWR-4 
reacto r, and further relied o n GE’s misrepresentatio ns.” 
It specifies: “ GEintentio nally and/o r neg lig ently co ncealed 
fro m NPPD the ex istence o f the inco re v ibratio n pro blem, and 
misrepresented to NPPD that it perfo rmed in acco rdance with 
(its co ntract).” 
Further: “ Upo n GE’s misrepresentatio ns, and because o f 
GE’s co ncealment, NPPD was induced to co ntinue its co ntrac- 
tural o blig atio ns with GE and was unable to seek pro mpt co r­ 
rectio n o f the inco re v ibratio n pro blem.” Otherwise, “ NPPD 
co uld hav e acted to remedy the situatio n” (and so hav e sav ed an 
estimated $25 millio n plus in repairs, replacements, and ex pen­ 
siv e purchases o f po wer fro m o ther utilities necessary when the 
Nuclear Reg ulato ry Co mmissio n o rdered Co o per’s o utput cut to 
50% capacity because o f the inco re v ibratio n pro blem.) 
And similarly , Westing ho use said it was an ex pert, y et 
Westing ho use, NPPD charg es, “ Desig ned, manufactured, fur­ 
nished and installed a defectiv e by pass sy stem which wo uld be 
inherently and unreaso nably able to cause damag e to pro perty 
o r harm to perso n if used in such co nditio n.” 
And so the 37 -pag e lawsuit g o es o n, thro ug h three mo re 
majo r pro blems (including o ne that sho uld be an impo rtant safe­ 
ty feature, the co ntainment sy stem) and three mo re ex pert co m­ 
panies fo r a to tal o f mo re than $160 millio n claimed by NPPD. 
If GE, Westing ho use, and the o ther ex perts are as inco mpe­ 
tent at nuclear po wer plant wo rk as the Co o per suit asserts, then 
in the future, the public interest had better be defended by the 
no n-ex perts — which include questio ning citizens and tho ug ht­ 
ful City Co uncil members. 
Co sts are o ne reflectio n o f a who le rang e o f still unso lv ed 
difficulties with nuclear po wer plants. Co o per’s co sts tripled the 
o rig inal estimate. Natio nwide, co sts o f nuclear plants are sky ­ 
ro cketing and recently a number o f pro jects hav e beer 
cancelled. 
As D. W. Hill o f NPPD said abo ut Linco ln’s co sts o f par 
ticipatio n in the Fo rt Calho un II Pro ject, “ There’s no way in the 
wo rld I’m g o ing to put a price o n any thing .” And there’s no waj 
in the wo rld Linco ln needs to write a blank check to the 
“ ex perts” o f nuclear po wer.

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Auctioneer Has To Create Desire

To hear Bernard Hart describe 


it, it was the kind of sale that 
makes an auctioneer's day 
Something akin to selling ice 
cubes to Eskimos. 


In this case, he unloaded not

General Hospital's close-out auc- 
tion in 1970. 


The poor fellow probably 


never knew what hit him. 


"I was real curious about what 


be was going to do with those 
things, so I went up later and 
asked him," the veteran of more 
than 25 years of auctions said. 


"He just grinned and said, 1 
really don't know.' But he sure 
bought them!" 


That's the psychology of auc- 


tioneering. Breaking down a 
buyer's barriers. Getting people 
to buy things on the spur of the 
moment — maybe even things 
they don't want. Or as Hart puts 
it: "Making the most impossible 


item look like It would be useful 
for something." 


'Always CUInge' 


"An auction is always a 


challenge," said Hart, who is 
leaving his job as secretary of 
the National Auctioneers 
Association, 135 Lakewood Dr., 
so he can do more of what he 
loves — auctioneering. 


Just like other salesmen, the 


auctioneer has to create a desire, 
establish a price and close a 
deal, be said, "but many times in 
less than a minute — for big 
items, five minutes." 


There's a knack to that. 
Say you're auctioning 


household items for a family 
that is moving. Put the good 
items on the front lawn, the 
plain ones in back, Hart said. 


Then, according to Hart, the 


good auctioneer warms up in the 
back yard, selling pots and pans 
until a crowd gathers. 


'Create Tempo' 


"And you've got to start on 


something you know you'll have 
bids on — like garden tools. You 
try to make the bidding very ac- 
tive. Even if you sell a $5 item 
for $4, you can make it up later 
on. You create the tempo tor a 
sale." 


That tempo comes from 


something Hart calls "the magic 
of the auctioneer's chant" — a 
mind-boggling, tongue-twisting, 
almost hypnotic piece of verbal 
music that crescendoes in dollar 
increments. 


"Heeeey, what'll you gimme? 


What'm I bid? Do I hear $10. 
Come on. $10. OK, $10. What 
about $15? Am I bid $15? All in? 
All done? What'll you gimme? 
$15," the auctioneer calls, 


watching the faces of his 
audience all the time. 


"You 
can read their 


expressions - like in poker," 
Hart said. "You can sense the 
eagerness on a person's face. 
They may just stand there for an 
hour. Then all of a sudden their 
face lights up and you know 
they're going to bid. 


"Now you just don't neglect 


that person. Before you say, 
'Sold!', you give them one last 
chance." 


And if you get the tempo going 


right, someone will walk away 
the proud owner of a No. 9 tent 
pole stretcher or His and Hers 
shoelaces. 


'Have Own Auction' 


"When the auction is over, you 


can tell by their expressions that 
they wonder why they bought 
that thing. They'll just take it 
home, put it in the garage, have 
an auction and sell it again. It'll 
probably bring more money the 
next time." 


So how does a buyer protect 


bis interests? 


Get there before the auction 


starts and look the items over, 
Hart said. Remember that 
you're buying used items with no 
guarantee. Inspect everything 
for damages so you won't be dis- 
appointed when you make a 
purchase. Do your visiting away 
from the auction. And above all, 
Hart said, pay attention. 


By the way, some things even 


the best of auctioneers have 
trouble selling. Hart's personal 
Waterloo came at that 1970 
hospital auction. It seems no one 
wanted the hospital's used 
autopsy table.

Hone Your Bidding Skills

Your right-hand opponent 


bids Four Hearts, both sides 
vulnerable. What would you bid 
with each of the following four 
hands? 


1.AAQJ84 V6 »K9 4Q9732 
2.4 AK95 V - • KQJ10 4QJ863 
3.AKQ7 VQJ96 «A85 4984 
4.4 K6 V-* AK109+AKQJ972 


1. Pass. The chief object of a 


preemptive bid is to make it 
difficult for the opponents to 
enter the bidding safely. 


So if you happen to hold this 


hand against a four heart bid, it 
is not easy to decide whether to 
pass or bid four spades. In ef- 
fect, you are between the devil 
and the d.b.s. If you are by 
nature a fearless competitor, 
you will bid four spades and 
hope the roof doesn't cave in on 
you. If you are by nature 


cautious, you will pass and hope 
for the best. Either way, you 
won't feel comfortable. 


Probably 60 per cent of ex- 


perts would pass, but a highly 
respectable 40 per cent would 
boldly enter the fray with four 
spades. 


2. Double. Your partner might 


elect to pass the double, but 
even though you may feel this is 
undesirable, there is no 
reasonsb!0 alternative to the 
double. The dilemma you face 
merely 
emphasizes 
how 


bothersome a preemptive bid 
can sometimes be. Of course, it 
might turn out that the best 
possible outcome is to let the 
opponents play the hand at four 
hearts doubled. 


3. Pass. Here you expect to 


beat four hearts, but you

The point is that a double of

It is what is callec 
an optional double. You may no 
exact the full measure o 
punishment by passing (if the 
next two players also pass), bu 
a much worse result coul< 
accrue if you doubled and 
partner took the double out. 


4. Six clubs. Here you shoulc 


bid what you think you can 
make. Of course, you may gi 
down, but against that you mus 
weigh the probability of making 
either 12 or 13 tricks. The bes 
you can do in these sticky 
situations is to make the bic 
that you think will win in the 
long run, and in this context a 
leap to six clubs must be 
regarded as the percentage bid

press and photographic studio, 
batteries. 


One restaurant calls itself

Benita Mu ssolini once banned 
the u se of aU English word s su ch 
as restau rant and hotel in 
Fascist Italy to preserv e the 
pu rity of the Italian langu age. 
Hipó lito Hincapié thou ght he 
wou ld try the same thing in 
Bcgota for the sake of Spanish. 
Bu t whereas II Du ce spawned 
cou ntless “trattorias’’ and 
“alberghi,” Hipó lito d id n’t hav e 
mu ch lu ck. 
Colombian bu sinessmen are 
conv inced they hav e a better 
chance of lu ring cu stomers to a 
“d ry cleaning” instead of a 
“lav ad o en seco” or to a “coffee 
shop” rather than a “cafeteria.” 
Bogota may be the capital of a 
Sou th American, Spanish­ 
speaking cou ntry , with im­ 
pressiv e colonial chu rches and 
bu ild ings, bu t y ou ’d nev er know 
it from a walk throu gh the d own­ 
town bu siness d istrict. 


Signs arou nd with English 
names su ch as d elicatessen,

King Charles 
emerald s, shirts, coffee shop, 
press and photographic stu d io, 
batteries. 


One restau rant calls itself 
“The Place” and a bar bears the 
name “Between The Sheets”. 
Ev en in the telephone d irec­ 
tory ’s y ellow pages, English 
names su ch as “carpet cleamng” 
are frequ ent. 
Hipó lito Hincapié tried to 
change all that when he took of­ 
fice last y ear as the new gov ern­ 
ment secretary of the Colombian 
capital of 3 niillion. On Oct. 23, 
1974. he issu ed a d ecree which 
forced aU Colombian bu sinesses 
with English names to change 
back to Spanish by Jan. 1.

1. Pass. The chief object of a 
preemptiv e bid is to make it 
d ifficu lt for the opponents to 
enter the bid d ing safely . 


So if y ou happen to hold this 
hand against a fou r heart bid , it 
is not easy to d ecid e whether to 
pass or bid fou r spad es. In ef­ 
fect, y ou are between the d ev il 
and the d .b.s. If y ou are by 
natu re a fearless competitor, 
y ou will bid fou r spad es and 
hope the roof d oesn’t cav e in on 
y ou . If y ou are by natu re 


cau tiou s, y ou will pass and hope 
for the best. Either way , y ou 
won’t feel comfortable. 


Probably 60 per cent of ex ­ 
perts wou ld pass, bu t a highly 
respectable 40 per cent wou ld 
bold ly enter the fray with fou r 
spad es. 


2. Dou ble. You r partner might 
elect to pass the d ou ble, bu t 
ev en thou gh y ou may feel this is 
u nd esirable, 
there 
is 
no 
reasonable alternativ e to the 
d ou ble. The d ilemma y ou face 
merely 
emphasizes 
how 
bothersome a preemptiv e bid 
can sometimes be. Of cou rse, it 
might tu rn ou t ttiat the best 
possible ou tcome is to let the 
opponents play the hand at fou r 
hearts d ou bled . 
3. Pass. Here y ou ex pect to 
beat fou r hearts, bu t y ou 
d aren’t d ou ble becau se all too 
often y ou r partner will y ank the 


d ou ble and the wrong sid e may 
wind u p play ing the hand . 
The point is that a d ou ble of 
fou r hearts is ambigu ou s and 
not clearly for either penalties 
or takeou t. It is what is called 
an optional d ou ble. You may not 
ex act the fu ll measu re of 
pu nishment by passing (if the 
nex t two play ers also pass), bu t 
a mu ch worse resu lt cou ld 
accru e if y ou d wibled and 
partner took the d ou ble ou t. 


4. Six clu bs. Here y ou shou ld 
bid what y ou think y ou can 
make. Of cou rse, y ou may go 
d own, bu t against that y ou mu st 
weigh the probability of making 
either 12 or 13 tricks. The best 
y ou can d o in these sticky 
situ ations is to make the bid 
that y ou think will win in the 
long ru n, and in this contex t a 
leap to six clu bs mu st be 
regard ed as the percentage bid .

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How Much Noise 
Bocf For Farmer? 


Does noise generated by trac- 


tors and other farm implements 
injure the health of farm 
workers to the extent that noise 
standard* should be established? 


The answer is not a clear-out 


yes or no, because of a number 
of variables involved. But a final 
decision will be forthcoming by 
the U.S. Department of Labor, 
and a recommendation from an 
advisory committee may be 
made as early as December. 


Findings gathered from a 


three-day visit to Nebraska are 
likely to be significant in shaping 
the recommendation by the 15- 
member agricultural advisory 
committee to the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administra- 
tion (SHA). The committee, 
headed by Dr. Gary Erisman of 
the University of Florida, has 
been wrestling for nine months 
with the challenge of es- 
-tablishjng whether noise levels 
encountered in normal farm 
'operations warrant protective 
standards affecting both 
manufacturers and farm 
workers. 


Rollin D. Schiueder, Universi- 


ty of Nebraska Extension safety 
specialist and a past chairman of 
the committee, said the advisory 
-group to the assistant secretary 
. of labor for occupational safety 
~and health came to the state 
because of its leadership in 
testing of tractors and other 
farm equipment for noise. 


During their stay, the com- 


mittee visited the Merle and 
Ralph Olson farms near Ceresco 
to see general farm equipment 
in operation and learn of actual 
noise levels to which an operator 
is exposed. 


While it is known that noise 


levels above 90 decibels can be 


detrimental to hearing, and trac- 
tors and other farm equipment 
have produced noise in excess of 
100 decibels, a valid cause*nd- 
effect conclusion cannot be 
drawn that simply, Erisman 


Many cases have been 


documented in which farmers' 
hearing has declined over a 
period of time, but it would be 
speculative to pin the blame on a 
single cause, such as a tractor, 
the safety specialist stated. 
Other activities where high 
noises are present might be im- 
plicated, he suggested. 


The length of time a farmer 


might be exposed to a high noise 
level makes a difference in the 
potential health hazard, he 
explained. It is the intermittent 
nature of noise exposure in farm 
operations which makes the 
problem of establishing possible 
noise standards different in 
agriculture than in industry, 
where noise such as on an 
assembly line is constant. 


Erisman said the on-site 


experience, such as the com- 
mittee's visit to the Olson farms 
south of Ceresco, "is crucial'to 
decision-making" by the com- 
mittee in recommending stan- 
dards.

recommended rollover protec- 
tion standards for tractors which 
went into effect April 25, 
requiring that employes be made 
aware of nine safety rules of 
operation.

Increasing Costs Data Claimed Used Twice 


Eric Rasmussen, chairman of 


the Nebraska Public Service 
Commission, believes a recent 
rate increase given general com- 
modity truckers allowed 
truckers to benefit twice from 
the same increased cost data.

Series Of Rate Increases 
Said Needed For OPPD 


Omaha (AP) - Omaha Public 
^« District directors were 


told Thursday that a series of 
etectric rate increases will be 
needed each January for the 
next five years, with the first one 
expected in January 1976. 


Kenneth Ford, division man- 


ager of corporate planning and 
analysis, said the increases will 
be needed to cover OPPD's 
capital expenditure program 
through 1987. 


Specifically, Ford said, an J8.8 


million dollar increase will be 
needed next January; a $7.7 
million increase in 1977; an I&8 
million increase in 1978; a $10.2 


million increase in 1979; and an 
$11.5 million increase in 19BO. 


Most of the additional money 


is needed to finance construc- 
tion of a new coal-fired plant irf 
Nebraska City and a second nu- 
clear unit at Fort Calhoun, Ford 
said. 


Speaking for OPPD's man-, 


agement, Ford said the increase 
in 1980 will be needed if the dis- 
trict becomes part owner of the 
second nuclear unit planned by 
the Nebraska Public Power 
District at Brownville.

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Mid-State Project 
Flood Of Confusion

Voters in the area to be served by the Mid-State Irrigation 


Reclamation District are being flooded with claims and counter- 


; claims about the merit of the proposed irrigation project. 
' 
News releases, issued by pro- and anti-project groups cite 


various water reports, wildlife reports and geological survey data to 
' support their claims. 
> Few if any voters ever see the actual data cited by speakers on 
feither side of the issue. 
' 
The Mid-State Project is intended to irrigate at least 140,000 


acres of Merrick, Hall and Buffalo Counties. It is described as a 
groundwater control, flood control and recreation project as well as 
an irrigation project. 


Local citizens are divided, communities in the area sometimes 


have taken a position for or against the project only after bitter dis- 
cussions in city council meetings and often a split vote. 


Federal agencies have also taken opposite sides in either sup- 


porting or opposing the project. The Bureau of Reclamation sup- 
ports the project while the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service opposes 
it. 


A study by the U.S. Geological Survey, intended to resolve con- 


flicts between the agencies, served only to provide both sides with 
additional ammunition to fire at the voters. 


The Central Platte Natural Resource District board of direc- 


tors is waiting to take a stand until after the special election Nov. 4 
•when voters from Buffalo, Hall and Merrick Counties will decide if 
they want to continue the project. 


Voters have twice before approved the project, in 1948 by a 


margin of 3-1 and again in 195? by a margin of 10-1. 


• If local voters should reject the project this time, it will be con- 


sidered dead, despite the large outlay of federal money and more 
than $3 million in local funds invested in planning to date. 


Officials of various water-related agencies in state and universi- 


ty areas are trying hard to stay out of the battles. 


"They are taking data that supports their particular position. 


It's not that anyone is telling lies, they are just pretty selective 
about which portions of the truth they are telling," said one official 
of a water agency who declined to be quoted by name. 


One reason that both sides of story are true is that final plans 


for the project haven't yet been drawn. The experts evaluating the 
effect of the district can refer to only past policies of bureau 
projects and experiences of wildlife experts with changes in the 
ecology around other projects built years ago. 


A news release issued by Mark Bolin, a farmer from Gibbon 


opposed to the project, charges the proponents with "mythical" 
projections to support the project. 
v 


Bolin cites eight graphs of test wells in Dawson, Buffalo, Hall 


and Merrick Counties with all but one showing stabilized 
groundwater levels. 


Bolin charged that "a 1972 brochure claiming tremendous 


declines of groundwater was discovered to be based on a single 
well." 


Robert Lowery, president of the Mid-State board of directors, 


"that is not true. The brochure was based on a survey of 600 wells." 


Bolin cites Nebraska Water Survey Paper Number 40 as sup- 


porting his claim that groundwater supplies are stabilizing. Lowry 
charges that Boon's statement is based on four wells in the report 
that are located near the river. 


A copy of the report obtained from the Conservation and 


Survey Division of the University of Nebraska shows that both men 
are correct in their statements. 


The report is based on 3,400 water level measurements made in 


1,344 wells by personnel of the U.S. Geological Survey, the Ntl 
Conservation and Survey Division and the State Department of 
Water Resources. 


The report contains a map, not mentioned by either group in 


its news release, that suggests some areas of the project do have 
some degree of groundwater loss as a result of pump irrigation. The 
map also shows other areas of the project which apparently have 
not suffered a decline in groundwater levels to date. 


The dispute between the Bureau of Reclamation and the Fish

and Wildlife Service, both agencies of the Department of the 
Interior, resulted in still another report being prepared to evaluate 
their reports. 


Eric Lappala, a hydrologist with toe U.S. Geological Survey, 


denied that his report was designed to act as a referee between the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation. 


"We did examine the mettfods used by the bureau to make its 


study and found it basically correct," he said. In Merrick County 
the aquifer (underground water supply) is thin and they do have a 
water supply problem but there is recharge there each year. This 
was the basic difference we found. It is due to the type of aquifier 
in the area," he said. 


Lappala said both sides were picking things out of his report to 


support their particular point of view. The report has been released 
to the public but to get a copy a voter must write to the Department 
of Interior in Washington because it is an administrative report. 


"We don't even have an extra copy here," Lappala said. 
Asked if the report had a recommendation about the survival 


of the project, Lappala said, "The Platte Level B Study did recom- 
mend that the study (of the project) be completed but it appears 
that some land outside of the project boundaries should be in the 
project and perhaps some in the project doesn't need to be there." 


Lappala said the voters would determine if the project is to sur- 


vive. 


"If they vote it down, it is dead. The decision is in their hands. 


Unfortunately they have a lot of conflicting statements to base their 
decision on. It involves a lot more than wildlife people versus 
fanners. It involves the best possible use of the water available in 
the area," he said.

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Petitions Calling For Grand Jury Being Circulated; 


Petitions are being circulated 


calling for a grand jury investiga- 
tion into the police shootings of 
Sherdell Lewis and Elijah 
Guilders. 


The petition claims that in 


each case law enforcement of- 
ficers violated state law by con- 
spiring to kill the men without 
due process of law. 


The petition also calls for the 


grand jury to consider the 
general conduct of activities of 
local law enforcement agencies. 


Lewis was shot by a deputy 


sheriff during the initial stages 
of a drug search on Sept. 24. His 
death the next day triggered con- 
troversy that continues more 
than three weeks later. 


Elijah Guilders was killed on 


Feb. 1 of this year when officers 
went to bis apartment to in- 
vestigate a fight earlier in a 
tavern. 


Officers said he came from the 


doorway with a knife in his hand 
and that they shot to protect 
themselves. 


Those circulating the petitions 


under the leadership of the 
Justice for Lewis Committee 
have 90 days according to state 
law to gather 4,828 signatures, 
which is 10% of the total votes 


cast in the governor's race in the 
last election. 


After the signatures are 


gathered the election com- 
missioner has 30 days to validate 


the signwatures. The Lancaster 
District Judge can then study the 
petitions for IS days to assure 
himself of their validity before 
calling a grand jury.

Jerome Kern’s musical love 
story spans 30 years of riverboat 
life. The University of Nebraska 
School of Music in its first

The first act is stronger than 
the second. There are some 
great comedy scenes here — es­ 
pecially when Magnolia and 
Gaylord meet as lead characters 
in one of the show boat’s 
melodramas.

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Petitions are being circulated 
calling for a grand jury’ investiga­ 
tion into the police shootings of 
Sherdell Lewis and Elijah 
Childers. 
The petition claims that in 
each case law enforcement of­ 
ficers violated state law by con­ 
spiring to kill the men vidthout 
due process of law. 
The petition also calls for the 
grand jury to consider the 
general conduct of activities of 
local law enforcement agencies. 
Lewis was shot by a deputy 
sheriff during the initial stages 
of a drug search on Sept. 24. His 
death the next day triggered con­ 
troversy that continues more 
than three weeks later. 
Elijah Childers was killed on 
Feb. 1 of this year when officers 
went to his apartment to in­ 
vestigate a fight earlier in a 
tavern. 
Officers said he came from the 
doorway with a knife in his hand 
and that they shot to protect 
themselves. 
Those circulating the petitions 


under the leadership of the 
Justice for Lewis Committee 
have 90 days according to state 
law to gather 4,828 signatures, 
which is 10% of the total votes 


cast in the governor’s race in the 
last election. 
After the signatures are 
gathered the election com­ 
missioner has 30 days to validate 


the signwatures. The Lancast«* 
District Judge can then study the 
petitions for 15 days to assure 
himself of their validity before 
calling a grand jury,

Washington (UPI) - Secret 


Service radio communkttions 
can be overheard juit like tboie 
police departments, but the 
agency is careful not to reveal 
secrets on the air, a spokesman 
said Thursday. 


The presidential protectors 


have "long been aware of the 
fact that our frequencies can be 
monitored," said spokesman 
John W. Warner. 


"As a matter of fact," he said, 


"police departments across the 
nation recognize that their 
frequencies can be monitored. 
Because we know this, the 
Secret Service is careful as to 
what it transmits over its 
frequencies and does not 
transmit a communication that 
should be protected in that 
fashion." 


Warner was asked about the 


problem after a Hartford, Conn., 
private detective said he had 
overheard Secret Service com- 
munications during President 
Ford's, trip to Hartford where 
Ford's 
armor-protected 


limousine was involved in a colli- 
sion with another car. 


Richard Sulman said he was 


"troubled and surprised" to find 
the agency's level of com- 
munications sophistication 
"mundane." 
' 


"I was almost stunned by the 


generally low level of sophistica- 
tion of their use of com- 
munications, "Sulman said. 


Sulman, a security consultant 


who specializes in advanced sur- 
veillance equipment, said he 
casually came upon the Secret 
Service agents' walkie-talkie and 
mobile unit communications and 
easily interpreted their 
messages. 


"My hope is that someone at a 


high level will recognize the 
breach here and step in and 
repair it," he said. "I realize that 
this is a potentially serious flaw 
in the President's overall protec- 
tion." 


Experts noted, however, that 


the air waves are open to all — 
which is why the Federal Com- 
munication Commission was 
created to assure just and equal 
access. It is possible to make cer- 
tain bands more secure than 
others, but not to protect them 
completely from sophisticated 
monitoring equipment. 


"The skills they used were so 


mundane, so simple that the 
public should be deeply con- 
cerned, as I was," Sulman said. 


Even after the presidential 


limousine collided with another 
car at a downtown intersection, 
the use of code names and code 
terms was "Surprisingly simple 
and easily interpreted," Sulman 
said. 


He said the Secret Service 


appeared to be using "ordinary, 
off-the-shelf, walkie-talkie and 
vehicular radios, with no par- 
ticular level of sophistication of 
how they used their channels."

The Reds were teasing Perez 


about his Series' long slump be- 
fore Game 5 Thursday night. 
Manager Sparky Anderson called 
Cincinnati's all-time runs batted 
in leader aside in the dressing 
room and tried a little psy- 
chology with the big guy. 


"I told him that if he went 


hitless for seven games, he could 
set a record for himself," said

Anderson. "I told him his sons, 
Victor and Eduardo, could tell 
everybody about their father's 
record." 


Perez shook his head at the 


Reds' manager. 


"I don't want that record," he

Mrs. Perez must forgive her 
husband if he breaks his pledge 
and reminisces just a little bit 
about the two home runs he 
rocketed Thursday night, lead­ 
ing the Cincinnati Reds to a 6-2 
victory over Boston in the pi­ 
votal fifth game of the 1975 
World Series. 
Hitless in 15 Series’ at bats, 
Perez shattered the slump in the 
fourth inning with a solo home 
run and added a threerun shot in 
the sixth inning. 
That was plenty of offense for 
fire-balling Don Gullett, who 
limited the Red Sox to just two 
hits until the ninth inning and 
then gave way to relief ace Raw­ 
ly Eastwick, who nailed down 
the victory by striking out Rico 
Petrocelli on three pitches. 
The Reds were teasing Perez 
about his Series’ long slump be­ 
fore Game 5 Thursday night. 
Manager Sparky Anderson called 
Cincinnati’s all-time runs batted 
in leader aside in the dressing 
room and tried a little psy­ 
chology with the big guy. 
‘‘I told him that if he went 
hitless for seven games, he could 
set a record for himself,” said

Anderson. ‘‘I told him his sons, 
Victor and Eduardo, could tell 
everybody about their father’s 
record.” 
Perez shook his head at the 
Reds’ manager.

When Perez unloaded his first 
homer, and first hit of this 
Series, in the fourth inning, An­ 
derson did a little more teasing. 
" I told him, ‘You dis­ 
appointed the world,’ ” said An­ 
derson. 
Perez said he wasn’t worried 
about the deep slump he was in. 
‘‘I have been 0-for-14 before. I 
knew I would snap out of it 
sometime.” Perez struck out in 
the second inning, making it 0- 
for-15 before he finally broke the 
dry spell. 
“Now we’re so close you feel 
you can reach out and touch it,” 
said Bench. ‘‘To win this Series 
means so much to the fans and 
to the ballclub.

Despite the loss which put the 
Red Sox on the brink of total 
defeat in the series, the mood in 
the Boston clubhouse was 
anything but gloomy. The 
prospect of a return home to 
Fenway Park obviously 
brightened the losers’ spirits. 
“You don’t see a sad face in 
here do you?” said Dwight 
Evans, who had one of the five 
Red Sox hits. “They’re a good 
club, sure, but we know we can 
beat them at our own ball park.” 
“I never saw it,” said Denny 
Doyle of Bench’s single. “The 
ball was about six inches outside 
and it seemed to come right out 
of Bench’s uniform.

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Life Sentence For Death Of Infant Upheld 
Cooper-Highland Theatres

The Nebraska Supreme Court 


Thursday affirmed the life 
sentence imposed on a Niobrara 
youth for the stabbing death of 
an infant two years ago. 


The high court also upheld the 


kidnaping convictions of two 
men in a case involving a Blair 
policeman. In a third opinion, 
the court upheld the Douglas 
County District Court's decision 
of 1948 to accept two second- 
degree murder guilty pleas from 
life-termer Charles McClelland. 


Attorneys for Antonio Laravie 


of Niobrara appealed the life 
sentence he received from the 
Knox County District Court for 
the death of Chad Wilson, 2, 
Niobrara, in 1973. The attorneys 
contended the sentence was 
exessive because he was only 15 
years old at the tune of the 
slaying. 


The court's unanimous opi- 


nion said, that "in spite of the 
defendant's youth, the record 
fully supports the action of the 
district court in imposing a 
maximum sentence of life im- 
prisonment." 


The 
court 
cited 
as 


"overwhelming support" for the 
life term Lara vie's previous 
record, which the court said had 
42 entries in six years. The first 
entry, the court said, was an inci- 
dent in which he threatened 
three children with a knife. 
McClelland's guilty pleas were 
entered in the deaths of Robert 
May and his wife, residents of 
Virginia, whose bodies were 
found Aug. 28, 1947, in some 
bushes near Boys Town. 


McClelland's appeal, filed un- 


der the Post-Conviction Relief 
Act, sought to have the two con- 


Jury Trial Claim Rejected 


victions set aside on grounds 
that the guilty pleas were 
fraudulently induced. 


The Supreme Court said it 


could find no evidence to sup- 
port the inducement claim and 
in fact everything pointed in 
exactly the opposite direction. 


The court said McClelland, 


who was 17 years old at the time, 
gave the county attorney several 
confessions and from court 
records it appeared he was 
"determined to plead guilty" as 
based on the testimony of his 
own attorney. 


Among the confessions was 


one McClelland gave to Colorado 
prison officials while he was 
being held at the Canon City 
penitentiary. Court records said 
McClelland wrote the confession 
in long hand and then tried to 
take his own life by drinking a 
cleaning solution. 


Billy Boyce and Gary Saltz- 


man were convicted of kid- 
naping in connection with an in- 
cident on Oct. 27,1974, in which 
the two tried to force a Blair 
policeman at gunpoint to tell 
them where the county attorney 
lived. The two men told the 
policeman they wanted to "pay 
him (County Attorney Roy 
Anderson) back" for everything 
he had ever done to them. 


When the officer told the men 


he didn't know where Anderson 
lived, he was forced into his 
cruiser and the three drove 
around town to try and locate 
the Anderson residence. The ef- 
forts were fruitless and the of- 
ficer was later released. 


Boyce and Saltzman were 


sentenced to prison terms of 5 to 
IS years.

Life Sentence For Death Of Infant Upheld 
Cooper-Highland Theatres

The Nebraska Supreme Court 
Thursday affirmed the life 
sentence imposed on a Niobrara 
youth for the stabbing death of 
an infant two years ago. 
The high court also upheld the 
kidnaping convictions of two 
men in a case involving a Blair 
policeman. In a third opinion, 
the court upheld the Douglas 
County District Court’s decision 
of 1948 to accept two second- 
degree murder guilty pleas from 
life-termer Charles McClelland. 
Attorneys for Antonio Laravie 
of Niobrara appealed the life 
sentence he received from the 
Knox County District Court for 
the death of Chad Wilson, 2, 
Niobrara, in 1973. The attorneys 
contended the sentence was 
exessive because he was only 15 
years old at the time of the 
slaying. 


The court s unanimous opi­ 
nion said, that "in spite of the 
defendant's youth, the record 
fully supports the action of the 
district court in imposing a 
maximum sentence of life im­ 
prisonment.” 


The 
court 
cited 
as 
"overwhelming support" for the 
life term Laravie’s previous 
record, which the court said had 
42 entries in six years. The first 
entry, the court said, was an inci­ 
dent in which he threatened 
three children with a knife. 
McClelland's guilty pleas were 
entered in the deaths of Robert 
May and his wife, residents of 
Virginia, whose bodies were 
found Aug. 28, 1947, in some 
bushes near Boys Town, 
McClelland’s appeal, filed un­ 
der the Post-Conviction Relief 
Act, sought to have the two con-

victions set aside on grounds 
that the guilty pleas were 
fraudulently induced. 
The Supreme Court said it 
could find no evidence to sup­ 
port the inducement claim and 
in fact everything pointed in 
exactly the opposite direction. 
The court said McClelland, 
who was 17 years old at the time, 
gave the county attorney several 
confessions and from court 
records it appeared he was 
"determined to plead guilty" as 
based on the testimony of his 
own attorney. 
Among the confessions was 
one McClelland gave to Colorado 
prison officials while he was 
being held at the Canon City 
penitentiary. Court records said 
McClelland wrote the confession 
in long hand and then tried to 
take his own life by drinking a 
cleaning solution. 
Billy Boyce and Gary Saltz- 


man were convicted of kid­ 
naping in connection with an in­ 
cident on Oct. 27, 1974, in which 
the two tried to force a Blair 
policeman at gunpoint to tell 
them where the county attorney 
lived. The two men told the 
policeman they wanted to "pay 
him (County Attorney Roy 
Anderson) back” for everything 
he had ever done to them. 


When the officer told the men 
he didn't know where Anderson 
lived, he was forced into his 
cruiser and the three drove 
around town to try and locate 
the Anderson residence. The ef­ 
forts were fruitless and the of­ 
ficer was later released. 
Boyce and Saltzman were 
sentenced to prison terms of 5 to 
15 years.
